Dry and Warm Weather

Says Farm Bureau Report 


Temperatures Were Too 
Low for Good Germina- 
tion and Growth in 
Georgia. 


Washington, April 28.—(#)—Dry 
and warm weather is needed generally 


for cotton, the department of agricul- 
ture said today in its review of con- 
ditions in sduthern states for the 
week ended yesterday. 

Planting made fairly good progress 
in the eastern portion of the eotton 
belt and also in parts of the north- 
west, but in the southwest, as far east 
as the Mississippi valley progress was 
mostly slow because of wet soil. 

Potatoes and tender truck were 
nipped by frost early in the week 


locally in the southeastern states, but 
in general there was no extensive 
damage. Warmer weather is needed 
for minor crops. 

Conditions by states: 

North Carolina—Planting cotton becoming 
general, Good progress in planting cofn. 
Freeze of 20th killed or injured fruit and 
tender truck locally. Sofhe damage to to- 
bacco plants in beds. 

South Carolina—Wheat, oats and rye 
healthy condition. Cotton and corn planting 
continue with fair germination. Tobacco 
trausplanting rather slow. Season especially 
favorable for asparagus. 

Georgia—Temperatures too low for good 
germination and growth. Apples and po- 
tatoes hurt by frost. Planting corn and 
cotton proceeding actively. Cotton planting 
completed in numerons southern counties. 
Sweet potato plants not ready but many 
tobacco plants tranaplanted. 

Florida—Corn improved, but some replant- 
'ing. Cotton poor to fair stand: early being 
chopped. Oats doing well. Tobacco good 
progress. Citrus. groves good. Setting sweet 
potato slips. 

Alabama—Considerable farm work accom- 
plished. Cold unfavorable for germination 
and growth of crops. Cotton planting pro- 
gressed rapidly. Early planting. Corn com- 
ing up.

Chieago, April 28. — (®#)—A rail- 
road worth three-quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars will go under the auc- 
tioneer’s hammer at Butte, Mont., 
within the next few months. 

An order of sale and a foreclosure 
decree were entered in Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson’s court against 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad— 
the biggest bankruptcy decree of le- 
gal history. 

Herbert Lundahl, master in chan- 
cery, hearing claims against’ the 
road since it went into the hands of 
receivers some months ago, has been 
named by Judge Wilkerson to con- 
duct the sale of the railroad’s hold- 
ings, valued by receivers at approx- 
imately $750,000,000. The court will 
set a date shortly for the beginning 
of the sale, avhich is expected to take 
some weeks to complete. 

The order of the sale embraces all 
the property of the road, one of the 
biggest systems of the country and 
operating 11,000 miles of tracks in 
thirteen states from Indiana to the 
Pacific coast. 

Out of the sale is expected to come 
reorganization of the road and opera- 
tion of it by new owners. The Na- 
tional City bank and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. of New York are sponsors of the 
reorganization plan most prominent- 
ly mentioned,
